“Wheat” was the subject of a paper by 
James J. Hill which was read by Charles 
B. Jenkins of Indiana at today’s session of 
the National Association of Millers. The 
Great Northern chairman was unable to be 
present. The paper follows, in part: 

** One fact, it seems to me, should give you 
more concern than almost any other, because 
you have already felt ite effects and because 
it looms large and dangerous. This is the 
pressure upon existing terminal facilities. 
It is a future menace and a present handicap. 

“For months past it has been impossible 
to get freight shipments delivered promptly 
if these have to be transferred at any of the 
central markets or principal terminal points. 
The flood of business thet rose to such dan- 
gerous height in 1907 is piling up again, 
with the additions made by national growths 
since then. 

“The future will add in increasing ratio to 
these difficulties, as well as to the losses 
they involve. The only probable relief from 
the pressure upon our transportation agen- 
cles, and especially upon terminalis, where 
the greatest difficulty exists, is the decline 
of our export trade. The demand of the 
home consumer is lessening the volume of 
our export of foodstuffs, and will effect simi- 
larly some other items on the ist. But this 
change will bring relief to the carrier only 
in so far as export terminals are concerned. 


New Traffic Developing. 

‘An enormous volume of new traffic is 
being developed by the industrial advance of 
the country between the Mississippi river and 
the Pacific coast. All of this must seek its 
market; and much of it will be added to the 
total that already overburdens our ter- 
minals. . 

"In the great markets of the eastern halé 
of the country, In New York, Cleveland, Buf- 
falo, Chicago, the crisis has already ar- 
rived. Traffic growth and terminal conges- 
tion are applying the brakes to business 
progress. This means trouble for the whole 
country. 

“It is no more disastrous to have the banks 
close their doors than to have the railroads 
choked. The interest which you represent 
must suffer with the other, and therefore it 
should be taking thought with others for the 
future. For the same cause will work out the 
same effects in the west. ; 

“ What is theremedy? Decentralzatién of 
traffic terminals offers a partial cure, parti- 
ally only, however, because it is applicable 
only to a portion of the business to be done. 


Terminal Problem Greatest. 

“The problem of terminals is the greatest 
problem of the country, the problem of trans- 
portation agenoles, of financiers, of the com- 
munities directly affected and of all the in- 
éustries that depend directly or indirectly 
upon cheap and speedy carriage for the com- 
modities which they buy and sell, 

* It is a problem for everybody, since prob- 
ably not one buainese man if the whole coun- 
try would fall to feel the disastrous effects 
if it were to be neglected for the next five 
years as it has for the last ten, and to blight 
every form of activity by paralysing the 
whole trade.'’ ‘

The sale price was $5,200,000, the upset 
price fixed by the court, and only one bid 
Was received, The sale was made by Noble 
C, Butler, special master in chancery, in 
accordance with a decree entered by the fed- 
eral court several weeks ago. The purchas- 
ers will assume responsibility for debts ag- 

egating over $8,000,000 on receivers’ certi- 

cates and on various bond issues, and there 
is a floating indebtedness amounting to about 
$1,500,0000. The capital stock amounts to 
$4,206, 000. 


C. & 0. Has Owned Bonds. 

The acquisition of the road by the Hawley 
interests was expected, as the Chesapeake 
and Ohio has owned the seoond mortgage 
bonds for over a year and Mr. Hawley ad- 
mitted when he was in Chicago in April that 
he expected to be the only bidder. The pur- 
chase rounds out the general plan, which 
has been under consideration for over a year, 
and will give the Hawley system a total! of 
16,452 miles of line with a combined bond 
and stock capitalization of $1,023,726,744, 
reaching from the seaboard to the Missouri! 
river and the Gulf of Mexico. 

The Chicago, Cincinnat; and Louisville ex- 
tends from ‘Cincinnati to Chicago, a dis-

Road Had Checkered Career. 

The new Hawley road haz had a checkered 
career and has been In the hands of J. P. 
Goodrich as receiver since early in 1908, but 
it has been believed that much of its mis- 
fortune has been due to its isolated position, 
and that ite improvement will be marked ae 
soon as it becomes a part of the through line. 
_ The road was built by a syndicate headed 
by W. A. Bradford Jr., and was purchased 
in 1904 by the Pére Marquette. Following the 
breaking up of the Great Central system 
it was operated independently, although with 
close affiliations with the Wisconsin Central 
until that road became a part of the Boo line 
last year. 

It has never earned its fixed charges in 
addition to Operating expenses, and in 1907 
its gross revenues only amounted to $900,000, 
This was increased under Receiver Good- 
rich’s administration to $1,300,000 in 1900, and 
for the present fiscal year it is believed that 
the gross earnings will reach $1,600,000.
